We have often had occasion to draw a 
parallel between Turkish and Chinese 
affairs; and a sentence in a recent 
article in the Times suggests another 
instance of similarity. Referring to 
aconspiracy said to have been lately 
discovered in Constantinople, against 
the Ministers who are advocating 
certain plans of reform at the wish 
of the Christian powers, it writes: 
“So far as such a conspiracy is real, it 
indicates perhaps the’ greatest danger 
of the moment, which is the extreme 
difficulty of actually carrying out by 
the authority of the Porte itself any 
substantial improvements whatever in 
the condition of the Christian popu- 
lation of the Empire. There are states- 
men at Constantinople quite acute 
enough to perceive that in such reforms 
lies the only hope of maintaining the 
596 | Ottoman Government over the European 
Provinces of the Empire, and at the 
same time bold enough to undertake 
the task of carrying them into effect. 
But there is too much reason to fear that 
the Mahomedan fanaticism with which 
they bave to reckon among their own 
people, is a very formidable force indeed.” 
Now, while recognising that the zeal of 
the Turkish and Chinese Governments 
in respect of reform is probably very 








much on a par—that is to say, it is 
dictated in both cases by pressure from 
without, rather than by an innate in- 
clination—we may assume that the real 
difficulties in the way of change are 
very considerable in both cases. Tho 
motives of opposition would be in some 
repects different in the two countries, 
The Chinese Government has not the 
same religious fanaticism to deal with 
that is characteristic of the Turkish 
Mahomedans. Buddhism is probably the 
most tolerant religion in the world, and 
what dislike to Christian propagandism 
exists, is inspired by dislike of the 
political influence which Roman mis- 
sionaries seek to exert, and the trouble 
and dissension which is caused in 
families by tho conversion of members, 
rather than by instinctive intolerance of 
adifferent creed. But both Governments 
have to deal with officials who notori- 
ously regard their salaries as a small 
proportion of their incomes, and who 
object to any reform which means 
greater purity of administration, The 
Chinese Government has to deal also 
with a great Conservative class—the 
literati and gentry—whom it cannot 
roughly over-ride. A Government is 
not an almighty power capable 
of altogether independent ation; it 
must shape its ways more or less in 
accordance with the will of the people 
it governs. It may do much to lead 
and persuade popular opinion, but it 
cannot ran violently counter to ite 
Auy attempt by a foreign power to 
push either the Turkish or the Chinese 
into too violent measures of reform, 
would be in danger of producing one 
of two results; either the Government 
will endeavour to obey the behest laid 
upon it, and incur the risk of over 
throw by its own people, or it will face 
the risk of foreign anger as the lessor 
evil, and pointblank refuse, at all risks, 
to move. We have made the mistake, 
in Turkey, of not keeping up a steady 
pressure in favour of reform; and now 
demands are being pressed for sudden 
and sweeping changes whose execution 
involves danger and embarrassment, but 
which could probably haye been effected 
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without difficulty during a course of 
years. Let us hope that our Govern- 
ment will not overlook the lesson, but 
will maintain in China the pressure 
that has been neglected in Turkey. 
There are, among Chinese statesmen 
and officials, men as keenly alive to the 
value and necessity of reform, as there 
are among the statesmen of Turkey; 
but the former dread the intolerant 
conservatism of the literati and the 
gentry, as the latter dread the fanati- 
¢ism of the Softas. Li Hung-chang, 
for instance, is believed to personally 
favour the introduction of railways; 
‘and even the Viceroy of Nanking and 
tho Taotai of Shanghai, bitterly as they 
opposed the Woosung Railway, aro 
believed not to be personally hostile to 
the project, but to have been actuated 
more by fear of the latent forces we 
shave referred to, than by their own 
inclination, It is said, even, that Li 
wanted to make a tramway last year 
to the coal mines near Tientsin, but 
was defeated by the Conservative party. 
It. is, something, that a few officials high 
in rank haye been led to accept views 
which, ten years ago, would have beon 
qcouted gs extravagant. It behoyes. 
Foreign Powers to see that the way 
gained is not lost, and to impel the 
Government, as rapidly as it can be, 
impelled with safety, along the path of 
progress, We do not believe that the, 
most has been done which could haye, 
beon done in the past; but we are not 
without better hopes for the future,

SIR CHARLES DILKE AND THE “‘TanTARS” 
IN CHINA. 

Ove of the most amusing mistakes in 
tho very mistaken article on Chiua 
lately published by Sir Charles Dilke 
in Macmillan, is his remark that the 
Viceroys and Governors of provinces 
are “ Tartars,” against whose encroach- 
ments it is our policy to support the 
Contral Power. At least that is the 
only interpretation we can put upon 
the passage we refer to, and which wo 
quote in full to avoid the charge of 
misrepresentation which lies heavily 
against Sir Charles Dilke in respect of 
certain quotations from ourselves and 
our contemporaries. Wise policy, he 
says, “consists in the strengthening of 
the Central Government of Peking. 
That Government is the Government 
of a Tartar dynasty, unpopular with 
the Chinese people it is true; but our 
plan is not to support it agaiust in- 
surrection, but only against its delegated 
Provincial Goveroments, also Tartar 
and also unpopular with the people.” 
Ib would have been difficult to pen a 
passage more redolent of misconcep- 
tion, We will not, for the moment, 
speak of the Tartar dynasty. For- 
eiguors commonly regard this as more 
alien than do the Chinese themselves, 
however much they might prefer to see 
a monarch of Chinese blood on the 
throne, But it was reserved for Sir 
Charles Dilke to commit the buge 
blunder of supposing the eighteen pro- 
vinces are governed by Tartar satraps. 
So far from this being the case, we 
believe there are hardly two among the 
two dozen Governors and Governors- 
General in China proper, who are of 
Tartar blood. The only one in fact 
who occurs to us is Wén Keb, the 
acting Viceroy of Szechuen. We 
should bo loth to commit ourselves abso- 
lntely to an error similar to that of 
Sie Charles Dilke’s, and we make the 
statement, therefore, with all reserva- 
tion ; but very certainly, if Tartars there 
are among the “Provincial delegates,” 
they are in a very small minority. By 
far the greater number are pure Chinese, 
and apy unpopularity which may at- 
tach to them, therefore, must be on 
account of their own misconduct and 
not on account of race. 

Indeed, the Tartar clement was never 
so weak in China as it is at the preseut 
moment, A child of Tartar descent 
is on the throne, aud Prince Kung, who 
seems to be still the guiding influence 
in the Imperial Councils, is a Tartar; 
but when we go outside the family circle, 
the Tartars are nowhere. It has been 
remarked that the Manchu dynasty is 
really less alien in China than is the 
reigning dynasty in England; inas- 
much as it has been nearly a hundred 
years longer on the throne. The 
‘Manchu Emperors marry Tartar wives, 
bot so English sovereigns always seok 
their consorts outside of England; and 
such nationality as results from local 
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birth bappens in the one case as in the 
other. The Tartar emperors are born 
in China, as the English Sovereigns are 
bornin England. The parallel, however, 
ceases to be true directly it is carried 
beyond this superficial resemblance. The 
reigning dynasty in England has come 
thoroughly to identify itself with the 
country, in every possible respect. 
‘The Manohus still preserve an affecta- 
tion of distinction, as stupid as it is 
unreal. Manchu is still nominally 
observed as the Court language; we 
saw, in the case of the famous audience, 
that the Emperor Tung-che had to be ad- 
dressedand made answer through Prince 
Kung, who spoke to him in Manchu; 
‘and the Court records are, we believe, 
also keptin that Janguage. Butall real 
business is transacted in Chinese ; and 
the Tartar garrisons which are main- 
tained in some of the great cities have 
no longer any real raison d’étre, Their 
principal effect indeed must be to keep 
alive, in the minds of the Chinese, the 
fact that they are governed by a 
dynasty which is not Chinese and 
which won the throne by conquest. 
To a certain extent they do feel this, 
and would be glad to seo the dynasty 
replaced by one of native origin. But 
when Sir Charles Dilke speaks of 
“ delegated provincial Governments also 
Tartar, aud also unpopular with the 
people,” he is simply talking nonsen 
As we have already remarked, hardly 
any of the provincial Governments in 
China proper are filled by Tartars; 
and as to the great northern de- 
pendencies, these are Tartar; and if 
the Governors are Tartar, which is 
not the rale, nationality can hardly, in 
their caso either, be @ cause of un- 
popularity. 











POLITICAL SENTIMENTALITY. 


‘Tue prevailing political weakness of 
England at the present time 
undoubtedly sentimentality, and it is 
becoming a matter of moment whether 
the malady is to be considered per- 
manent, or is due only to tem- 
porary ' but removeable causes. It 
has worked itself so intimately into 
our modern methods of thought, 
that it obtrudes itself even where 
least suspected, and constantly peeps 
out, apparently without the conscious- 
ness of the writers themselves, in 
descriptions of our relations with the 
rest of the world. The Pali Mall 
Budget of the 20th October affords a 
curious instance of this unconsciousness. 
Tt can see how utterly the sentimenta- 
lism of Mr. Gladstone has been at 
fault, and how he has contrived to 
weaken at a critical moment the 
influence of his country. It can 
speak very wisely about the con- 
dition of Tarkey, and the impos- 
sibility of our mending matters by 
weeping in the style of the Spectator, 
over the iniquities of the Turks; 
but the same number, with a strange 
inconsistency, bas only approval to give 








to the poling sentimentslity of Sir 





Charles Dilke in matters Chinese. 
Now, we have as great a horror 
of the misdeeds of the Turkish Go- 
vernment as Mr. Gladstone himself ; 
but we cannot shut our eyes to 
the fact that, for much of what has 
recently happened, successive British 
Governments, in the composition of 
which Mr. Gladstone himself took a 
leading share, are to a very greatextent 
to blame. We undertook: to reform the 
Tark; we would hear no complaints 
against him; our Minister and Consula 
were taught as they valued their 
peace of mind to throw a couleur de 
rose over everything unpleasant, We 
went on Jending the Sultan money 
time after time, to all appearance with 
th fullest concurrence of the British 
Government, which evidently led the 
Turks to understand that ib was 
prepared to be wet-nurso ad ine 
finitum, Yet, with all this, wo fore 
got to do what tho peculiar position 
we bad taken up with regard to 
Turkey called on us to perf ‘e 
were too good-natured to insist that 
Turkey should keep her engagements 
towards her subjects in Europe, and 
wo allowed her finally to encroach on 
privileges granted to ourselves. Wo 
had assumed, in fact, the relation of 
sponsor; but we omitted, while making 
adisplay of the relation, to perform 








. | the duties which sponsorship demanded. 


We made a spoiled child of our charge, 
whom we had undertaken to bring up 
in the right path; and then, with an 
inconsistency eutirely our own, a8 
soon as we had found that it had 
turned ont like all spoiled children, 
in place of setting ourselves to cor 
rect our own errors, we began to 
pul at the resalt of our own mis- 
management, If the British Govern- 
t bad told the Porte, any timo 
within the last fifteen years, “ we inter. 
fered in your bebalf on condition that 
you should carry out certain reforms, 
and keep certain stipulations. Those 
reforms are not executed, nor are steps 
apparently being taken to execute 
them; and those stipulations are notori- 
ously transgressed by you, while wo 
as your sponsors are placed in a false 
position with regard to the rest of 
Europe. We must, therefore, either 
withdraw the countenance which we 
have hitherto afforded you, or take 
more effective steps to see that 
you on your side keep your en- 
gagements,” the chances are that 
the Turkish Government would have 
found the meaus of setting itself 
right. What we did was a very 
different thing. Our sentimentality 
would nob permit us to injure the 
amour propre of our protégés—the 
Sultan and bis Ministers, We had 
a vague idea that, in acting thus, ° 
were supporting the independence of 
Turkey, and strengthening the power 
of its Government; and so matters 
continued to drift from bad to’ worse, 
till at Jast the explosion, which could 
be no longer averted, came with the 











utter collapse of Turkish credit last 
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winter. Now, we are entitled to ask 
the question—Is Turkey the only 
country with whom wo have placed 
ourselves in this false position? Hae 
not our conduct with regard to China 
been marked by thesame characteristics? 
Have we not been buoying ourselves up 
with the hope that, in allowing matters 
to drift from bad to worse, we were 
really engaged in turning a rotten into 
a powerful Government? Do we really 
imagine that thereby we are raising up 
fa barrier against Russia? Or, is it the 
trath that by our sentimentality we aro 
ag~effectually opening the door for 
Russia’s interference in the Far East, 
as we have undoubtedly opened it to 
the machinations of that power in 
European Turkey P 








THE EASTERN QUESTION. 


Tax papers by the last mail explain 
the situation at the time the telegrams 
spatched, which spoke of war 
as imminent, some six weeks ago. The 
panic was evidently caused by the 
refusal of the Russian Government to 
acoept Turkey’s offer of a six months’ 
armistice. This refusal was held to 
imply immediate war between Turkey 
and Russia; and the conclusion was at 
once jumped to that the war would be- 
come general. The Duke of Cambridge 
was reported to have received orders 
to mobilise three Army Corps; our 
mercantile steamers were said to have 
boon ordered to hold themselves at the 
disposal of Government, and British 
officors were planning the defence of 
Constantinople, The panic, however, 
appears so far to have been baseless 

‘The English Cabinet considered that the 
nation called for no immediate ac- 
tion. The Turks had refused the 
proposal for a six weeks’ armistice, 
which bad been pressed upon them, 
and their own proposal being now 
rejected, nothing remained but to 
wait events. Hostilities seem to have 
beon actively resumed; the Turks 
fought and won a battle at Alexinatz, 
which was taken, and advanced and 
captured Deligrad, the Servian army 
apparently falling into complete disor- 
ganisation. Russia interposed in its 
favour, and insisted on a short ar- 
mistice under threat of war. This 
was conceded, and a Conference of 
the Great Powers at Constantinople, 
where England will be represented by 
Lord Salisbury, was subsequently re- 
solved on. It is probable that, as the 
negotiations have tended hopefully to- 
wards pence, or otherwise, subsequent 
private telegrams have borne a more 
warlike or more penceful impress. 
Lord Derby had previously refused to 
Goncur in the proposed Russian occu- 
pation of Bulgaria, and of Bosnia and 
the Herzegovina by Austria; and he 
subsequently warned Count Schou- 
valoff that, whatever anger against the 
Turks may have been expressed in con- 
sequence of the Bulgarian atrocities, 
English feeling would change were 





























it believed that Constantinople was 
menaced. Lord Beaconsfield, in 
speech at Guildhall on the 9th No- 
vember, insisted on the maintenance 
of the integrity of the Tarkish empire 
—a speech to which the Czar’s decla 
ration at Moscow, that if entisfactory 
guarantees conld not be obtained at 
the Conference, he would act independ- 
ently,—seems to have been considered 
a reply. This was followed by the 
mobilization of part of the Russian 
army, which was to be expected; and, 
apparently, by increased activity in the 
English arsenalsand dockyards. A divi- 
sion of Tarkisb ironclads, too, isto enter 
the Black Sea, Tho Russian demands 
on Tarkey are so far said to comprise 
tho appointment of Christian Governors, 
the election of native officials, the expul- 
sion of the Circassians (which may be 
difficult matter) and the appointment 
of a permanent commission to supervise 
reforms. It is not surprising to learn 
that “intense excitement prevailed” i 
face of these events, especially in view of 
the possible consequences of a war which 
could hardly fail to become general, 
The Times, in a leader which may be 
an exposition of ministerial policy, or 
may be meant as an expression of 
the national will, declares the policy 
of England to be to wait and watch. 
The Government “will abstain from 
any unnecessary display of force, 
and from any menace which can 
be avoided. They will hope for the 
best even amid the present uncertainty 
and confusion. They will content them- 
selves with the simple and obvious 
daty of seeing that our forces are in 
such a condition as to bo able to aot 
promptly and efficiently if the occasion 
should arise. This is not a time for 
allowing either the Army or the Navy 
to be unprepared for emergencies, 
When we spend twenty-five millions 
upon our two arms of defence, it 
would be folly, in the presence of a 
real danger to European peace and_to 
our own interests, to forego the addi- 
tional preparations which are always 











necessary to render our forces capable | beei 


of prompt action. These and other 
necessary precautions the Ministry are 
bound to take. But there is no occa- 
sion either for panic or for hurry, and 
we may await in patience the march of

‘The beautifal captives lan- 
guishing in splendid prisons were very 
attractive to the imagination, but now 
that the veil has been withdrawn and 
we see the actual state of affairs, wo 
find that the Medoras and Zuleikas 
and Lulus probably led very prosaic 
lives ; and that the zenanas, instead of 
being the abodes of bliss that the poot 
imagined, were exceedingly dull and 
commonplace. Still they have been 
prodigiously expensive. They are gulfs 
which seem impossible to fill up. The 














reckless and absurd waste of the 
zenana has brought Tarkey to rain, 
and unless the policy of retrenchment 
which has been begun is boldly carried 
out, there is very little hope for the re- 
generation of the Ottoman Empire. The 
history of China presents many parallel 
instances to those where the pernicious 
influence which has dragged Sultan after 
Sultan to ruin, has spoiled. promising 
careers, The story of Shunte, the 
last of the eight Mongol Emperors, 
is a case in point, The kingdom waa 
in a most disastrous condition, but 
Shunte took no heed to rumours of 
revolt or murmurs of discontent. ‘The 
legendary account of the portents thas 
preceded his fall are worthy of attention, 
They closely resemble tho visions and 
portents in the Book of Daniel. The 
Emperor has beon warned by fearless 
counsellor, but has thrust aside his 
advice and betaken himself to tho 
solaco of his hareem—shutting himself 
up to avoid hearing the complaints or 
the prayers of his subjects. ‘Then he 
dreams a dream. Ho imagines that 
ants and wasps fill the room. He 
orders them to be cleared; but a man 
in purple robes, bearing on his left 
shoulder the sign of the sun and on 
his right the sign of the moon, appears 
and sweeps the wholo clear, The 
Emperor asked who the intruder was; 
he drew a sharp sword and mado 
for the Emperor. Shunte awoke in 
alarm ; a sudden crash startled “him 
afresh; and a servant brought nows 
that a wing of the palace had fallen 
in, and that under it a deep cavern, 
from whence ascended black vapour, 
was to be seon. A criminal sentenced 
to death was let down, and brought up 
a stone tablet with an inscription in 
mysterious characters. It was the 











. | * Mene, Mene, Tekel, Upharsin,” of the 


Mongol dynasty; on it was writton a 
to the effect that there was a 
cloud rising if the south-east, and that 
the expulsion of the Mongols was athand, 
Even then, however, if the Emperor 
had displayed vigour, there would have 
nce; but he retired to 
his zenana again, and tried to 
drown the memory of the warning 
in debauchery. And, as in Turkey 
today, so in “sina, the barcom 
rained the Sovereiga—and the dynasty. 
The sequel to the story, if we had time 
and space to give it at length, would 
include the rise of the able and adven- 
turous Hung-woo, the founder of the 
Ming Dynasty. But in the scrap of 
Chinese History to which we have 
adverted, two points are noticeable: 1st, 
the strange similarity between Chinese 
and Assyrian history, in the prominence 
of the supernatural element gathoring 
around and probably accolerating a 
great national crisis; 2nd, the power 
for evil exercised through long centuries 
by the hareom. These may be regarded 
as only part and parcel of Enstorn 
life; but we are apt to regard the 
Chinese as in some sort distinct from 
and different to other Orientals, wherena 
much is to be learned by observing 
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parallel to affairs in Egypt, Turkey 
and other realms.

8th of December, 1876,

Mr. Mepucrsr reported the successful 
collection of the funds on account of the 
Woosung Bar survey, and attendant ex- 
penses; thanks to the exertiors of the 
Shanghai General Chamber of Commerce 
and to Mr. Fitz, ‘The Report of survoy 
had also been printed, and copies were 
distributed amongst the members present, 

Mr. Mepucust proposed, seconded by 
Mr. Myens— 

That the survey fee due to the Dutch

‘The concern ia what is enlled a Limited 
Company ; a term which implies that the 
shares aro of a definitely fixed amount 
which cannot be reduced or increased. 
From this time forward, then, it will not 
bo necessary for our merchants who go 
abroad to carry hard money with them, as 
they will be able to receive facilities from 
this company. Thus they will be on 
an equality with foreigners, Besides 
which, our own merchants have the nd- 
vantage of being able to live much more 
economically than those of Western na- 
tions ; #0 that they will not only be 
with them, but probably outstrip ther 
the raco !”” 

Wo heard of the projected Bunk some 
time avo, but it was also reported 
that difficulty was found in raising the 
proposed capital, and that a beginning 
Was consequently to be made on a much 
amaller acale.

In Shangh 
there are more than two hundred f’u, and 
hf has on an average several lmindred 
abitants ; so that the maintenance of 
one man among so many will not bea very 
heavy burden. The proverb says, to deal 
with distress is an almost impossible task ; 
but now all these high mandarins, in their 
great love for the people, have hit upon a 
most excellent method. They divided all 
the hien of a province into fx, so that 
although the distressed people are numer- 
ous they are still peaceable and 
and there is no fear of their dying of 
either cold or hunger. When the spring 
comes round there will be no didicully in 
sending them back to their homes, and 
giving them something to spend by tl 
way ; a8 there are several hundred [well- 
toda] men, to one in distress. Not! 
youd has been done since very ancient 
times. It is pleasant indeed to see the 
charitable act thus 
We might quote the case of England 
1849, when, just after the famine 
Treland had exitsed a flow of the famine- 
i jannel, the number 
era was estimated to equal one in 
sixteen of the population ; but it is not 
our object (o compare figures and merits. 
Wo fully admit that, in default of an 
organisation like th the Government 
of India, which enables the charge in such

On the 11th of 
November hie went ashore to take his 
wages for the mouth of October home, and 
overslept himself in the morning and missed 
the steamer. Another engineer was taken 
in his place. He had applied for his wages 
from the Ist to the 1th November, and de- 
fendant had refused to pay him, cousequently 
he had instituted the present proceedings. 

Defendant urged that he was not the person 
who paid the wages. Captain ‘Tisdall, the 
master of the steamer, was the man’ who 
paid the wages, and plaintiff sigued Captain 
Tisdall’s books, 

His Hoxovr pointed out that Captain Tisdall 
was the person who should shave been sum- 
moued, and the Captain being present he 
consented to his name being substituted for 
that of the chief engiueer. 

Defendant did not deny the correctness of 
the plaintiff's statement, but contended that 
as he was paid monthly he was a monthly 
servant and had to give a month’s notice or 
sactitice his salary. He had never been 
applied to by plaintiff for wages. 

‘is Hosovn was of opinion that the plaintiff 
could not be cousidered a monthly servant, 
I! it had been intended to put him on the 
regular should Lave been informed 
of that all the advantages aud all 
the liabilities of monthly servants would ha 
attached. It was admitted that at the out- 
set, and indeed for the first two voyages, he 
was engayed by the trip only, and there ‘was 
nothing to show that he did ‘not contin 
be so engaged. ‘That being so, he was 
to be discharged at the end of any trip 
on the other haud, be having performed his 
work satisfactorily during the time for which 
he claimed his wages, he was entitled to

Prisoner, a young man apparently about 
twenty-five years of age, wae charged with 
being concerned with others in an attempt to 
break into the treasure room of the S.3.N. 
Co.'s steamer Hupeh with the intention of 
‘eoumitting a felony. 

Epwarp Rosquist deposed—I am a Swede, 
aud am second officer on board the steamer 
Hupeh. The accused, Edwards, came on 
board at 10 o’clock yesterday forenoon to see 
Brown, the second pilotof the steamer. I saw 





‘him come ou board, aud saw him go to Brown's 
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Foor, A few minutes afterwards I followed 
him, and as Tentered the room Brown said, 
«Here is Edwards, and we must do the thing 
to-night.” I ‘All right,” and left them 
in the room. Nothing else was said. ‘The thing 
we were to do was to break into the Hupel’s 
treasure room. Tt had been arranged before. 
Brown was the first to make the arrangement 
with me and Edwards. It was to he done by 
we three, I don’t know that there were to 
be any others in it. ‘The thing was first 
mentioned about fourteen days ago. Brown 
first spoke about it to. me. Hoe. proposed it, 
and I agreol to go in with him. I knew 
Edwards was to be engaged in it last Sunday 
week. On Sunday week, Edwards came on 
board the steamer to see Brown. I had seen 
him before when he had come aboard to see 
Brown, but hat never bad any conversation 
with him, I had just spoken to him once 
or twice, He used to come on hoard about 
every other trip or so. On this occasion Brown 
introduced him to me, and it was arranged 
that on the first opportunity, when there 
was plenty of treasure on board, that we 
should go into it. It was fourteen days ago 
that Brown first spoke about it, amd then 
he told me that he would get Eilivards into 
it, On Sunday week, we all arranged that 
the first opportunity we should break into the 
treasure room. By the first opportunity, we 
meant when there was plenty of treasure on 
boar, No more passed at that time, No- 
thing more occurred wntil yesterday in con- 
nection with the matter. We arrived yester- 
day morning from Ningpo, and there w: 
great deal of treasure on hoard. I beliey 
ere were Tis. 67,000 in gold and Tis. 8,000 
in silver, in the treasure room. It came on 
Doard at Ningpo on Saturday. I and Brown 
‘were on the steamer at the time. We came 
up with the steamer from Ningpo. ‘The pri- 
soner came on board at 10 o'civek yesterday 
morning. We arrived at the wharf about 
half-past six o'clock. Ido not know whether 
Brown sent for him or not. Ihave not seen 
Edwards ov board every time we cam 
Shanghai. Sometimes we discharge the

The late Disturbances at Woosung. 











Four natives, employés of the Wovsung 
Railway Company, were forwarded to this 


Court by the Paoshan Magistrate to give an 
account of how they were treated, &c., when 
carried off by the mob during the late disturb- 
‘ances at the Woosung and Woosung Bar 
Railway Stations. 

‘The first of the four who was examined, 
said he was employed to assist in water- 
ing tho engines, He had been so etaployed 
for six days, and his wages were $7 
per month. On the day of the disturb- 
‘ances, he was taken away because Féng-féng 
wanted to have that work to do. Féng-féng 
told him not to work in 32 fu. He belonged 
to 19 tu. He received hi from Mr. 
Morrison, Had been before in the employ of 
the company, but had left, and then returned 

ain. Féug-féng was present when he was 
taken away by the mob. There was a mob of 
200 collected. Witness was taken to Hub- 
jaou, first to a tea-house at the foot of the 
bridge, and, afterwards, a distance of about 
8 Ii, to Feog-féng’s house. On the way he 
was beaten, but he was not ill-used in the 
house, He and the others were kept in the 
house two days and one night. Messengers 
then came from the Paoshan Magistrate to 
fetch them away, but a mob of 60 people col- 
lected, and at first prevented them going, The 
messengers were alterwards allowed to take 
them.

GREAT FIRE IN TOKIO. 
(Japat Herald.) 

‘The most disastrous fire which has occurred 
in Tokio for some years, commenced a few 
minutes past 11 o'clock on the night of the 
29th ult,, in Skéacho, Ne- ‘Motodaika- 
cho, occupied by a hay and straw dealer. 
For-a time it appeared as if it would be sub- 
dued without the lows of much property, but 
owing to the strong wind blowing at the time, 
it soon assumed formidable proportions, and 
had already overlapped tlie liouses of the next 
street before the engines were in position, In 















8 romarkably short space ‘of time the flames 
had spread to an amazing exteut, and whilet 
firemen and- policemen were strenuoualy en 
deavouring to prevent it spreading sidewards 
from the starting point, others were alike 
Ddattling withthe danger in Hachabori, ‘and 
as far away as Shintomicho (Shimabarra), 
Trafanicho, aad the outskirts of Teukidji, An 
immense number of houses are consumed, and 
it is estimated that an area of 47 cho has 
been ravi the fire.
